HANDS OFF CEMETERY APPROACH’ 

WARNING TO THE VALE COUNCIL 

Action group vows -‘we 
will continue the fight’ 


M ore than 
three 
months 

ago (on March 1) 
the Save Cemetery 
Approach Action 
Group wrote to the 
chief executive of 
the Vale Council, 
Mr John Maitland 
Evans, offering to 
co-operate with the 
local authority in 
developing this 
much-loved area 
for the benefit of 
the local communi¬ 
ty. 

The chief executive 
replied saying that he 
was discussing the issue 
with colleagues and 
hoped to respond in the 
near future. 

No response has been 
forthcoming. 

However, during the 
past week contractors in 
protective clothing have 


been working in the 
area, apparently clearing 
asbestos waste from the 
northern side of 
Cemetery Approach. 

In the letter to the 
chief executive, we 
drew his attention to the 
1906 Open Spaces Act 
requiring councils to 
maintain and keep such 
areas in a ‘good and 
decent’ state. 

We also pointed out 
that the poorly-secured 
land on either side of 
Cemetery Approach 
needed urgent attention 
to make it safe. 

Perhaps the council is 
now belatedly aware of 
its obligations under the 
Act - or is the clearance 
connected with prepar¬ 
ing the ground for 
another planning appli¬ 
cation, without consult¬ 
ing the community? 

We would remind 
councillors and officers 
that the campaign con¬ 
ducted by the Save 


Cemetery Approach 
Action Group resulted 
in an 11,300-name peti¬ 
tion and overwhelming 
public support for the 
area to be retained as 
open space as designat¬ 
ed by the British gov¬ 
ernment in 1954. 

Having read our case 
against the proposed 
development, Newydd 
Housing Association 
pulled out of a planning 
inquiry and abandoned 
their 61-unit scheme. 

But Newydd - or 
another developer - can 
always submit a new 
application. In that 
event, we would vigor¬ 
ously oppose ANY inap¬ 


propriate development 
at Cemetery Approach. 
We would much prefer 
to work with the council 
- and others - in 
reclaiming and improv¬ 
ing the land for the 
enjoyment of the public. 

Mr Maitland Evans, 
council officers, cabinet 
members and council¬ 
lors - the offer is still 
open. 

Don’t ignore the will 
of the people who pay 
your wages and elect 
you to public office.

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Dog fouling: 
council does 
use its powers 


I REFER to the 
letter published 
in the Thursday, 
June 4 edition of 
The GEM entitled 
‘Dog fouling: listen 
to the voices crying 
in the wilderness’. 

While accepting that 
the extent of the anti¬ 
social and criminal 
offence of failing to 
remove dog faeces 
makes it very difficult 
for the council to fully 
enforce every crime of 
this nature, where our 
Enforcement Officers 
are able to catch any dog 
owner committing this 
offence they do have 
powers to enforce and 
penalise those guilty of 
not cleaning up after 
their dogs. 

Mr Tanner makes ref¬ 
erence to a letter 
received from the coun¬ 
cil some time ago advis¬ 
ing that we have no 
powers to enforce dog 
fouling legislation. 

I can only suggest that 
this letter may have been 
sent some time ago at a 
time when the relevant 
legislation was perhaps 
not in place. 

I would be happy, 
however, to receive a 
copy of this letter from 
Mr Tanner to establish 
why there appears to be 
some contradiction 
between the views 
expressed in this letter 
and the current legisla¬ 
tion. 

The maximum fine 
for failing to remove dog 
faeces is indeed current¬ 
ly £1,000 but, alterna¬ 
tively, the culprit is 
given the opportunity to 
pay a fixed penalty of 
£75 offered in place of 
prosecution. 

These powers to issue 
‘on the spot’ fixed penal¬ 
ty notices have existed 
for some time, though 
they were reaffirmed by 


The Clean 

Neighbourhoods and 
Environment Act 2005. 
In addition to council 
officers, these powers 
are also available to 
community police offi¬ 
cers and can be taken up 
by community and town 
councils. 

Further, I can assure 
your readers that my 
enforcement and compli¬ 
ance officers do use 
these powers and, 
indeed, in the last week 
alone have issued six 
fixed penalty notices for 
dog fouling offences. 

As with any council, 
the number of officers 
available to enforce this 
legislation is limited. 
Therefore, to some 
degree, we rely on the 
help of all law-abiding 
residents and dog own¬ 
ers to change the behav¬ 
iour of those dog owners 
who continue to believe 
they are above the law. 

To this end, my offi¬ 
cers will always be 
grateful to receive 
details from any resi¬ 
dents who have wit¬ 
nessed those guilty of 
committing the offence 
of not cleaning up after 
their dogs. 

Where there is suffi¬ 
cient evidence of guilt, 
enforcement action will 
be taken by my enforce¬ 
ment staff and where 
they catch anyone 
offending then immedi¬ 
ate action will be taken 
with a fixed penalty fine 
of £75 issued ‘on the 
spot’. 

Any non-payment will 
result in formal action 
being taken through the 
courts and may result in 
a potential £1,000 fine.

Barry polling 
station Jock-out’ 


O N June 4, 
Holton 
Primary 

School was one of 
the election polling 
stations and voters’ 
registration forms 
clearly stated that 
the school is situat¬ 
ed in Court Road. 

Unhappily, the Court 
Road entrance at 7am 
was securely padlocked, 
despite the registration 
forms stating that voting 
started at that time. 

There was no indica¬ 
tion that the polling sta¬ 
tion was situated other 
than in Court Road. 

Not everyone coming 
to vote would know that 
Holton School has more 
than one entrance and, 
indeed, it was in nearby 
Pike Street that the 
polling station was situ¬ 
ated. 

After representations 
were made to the 
responsible authority, the 
Vale Council, a notice 
was put up in Court 
Road directing voters to 
the polling station. 

This was at 9.20am so 


that for two hours and 
20 minutes, voters were 
being mid-directed. 

Indeed, before that 
time, people were seen 
going to the Court Road 
entrance and going away 
again. Whether these 
would-be voters returned 
later is unclear. 

What I find quite 
unacceptable in this mat¬ 
ter is the council’s atti¬ 
tude. They were more 
concerned with playing 
the ‘blame game’ - in 
other words, it was all 
the school’s fault for 
locking the gate. 

In fact, the council’s 
representative should, at 
the start of voting, have 
satisfied himself that the 
polling station was ‘fit 
for purpose’, which it so 
obviously was not. 

June 4 candidates, 
successful or not, might 
care to reflect whether 
an offence has been 
committed under the 
Representation of the 
People Act and, indeed, 
whether the election has 
been invalidated.

Their attempt to take 
it in turns to swim ashore 
failed, so both sat in their 
dinghy and awaited help. 

The pair then used 
their mobile phone to 
dial 999 and Swansea 
Coastguards mounted a 
search operation. 

Porthcawl RNLI 


responded, and so did 
the Atlantic College 
RNLI lifeboat. 

The Mumbles all- 
weather RNLI lifeboat 
was also put on standby, 
and a rescue helicopter 
from Chivenor helped to 
locate the casualties. 

Porthcawl RNLI 
lifeboat launched at 
10.30pm in Eorce 5 con¬ 
ditions and choppy seas. 

The dingy and the 
men were found by the 
night vision camera 
located in the helicopter 
from RAE Chivenor and 
both the Atlantic College 


and Porthcawl lifeboats 
arrived at the scene at 
the same time. 

Chris Missen, an 
RNLI volunteer at 
Porthcawl said: “The sea 
conditions were quite 
severe for a small rubber 
dinghy with very little 
equipment on board. 

“Both men were very 
pleased to see the 
lifeboat approaching. 

“They were cold and 
frightened when they 
realised they couldn’t 
get back to the shore and 
the situation was serious. 

“As we brought them 


back to the shore, both 
agreed they won’t be 
taking to sea in the 
dinghy again.” 

The small vessel was 
recovered by the Atlantic 
College RNLI lifeboat 
and the casualties were 
taken to Ogmore beach, 
where an ambulance and 
Llantwit Major mobile 
coastguard were waiting. 

The casualties were 
given a thorough check 
by paramedics but were 
found to be well.

Historic church 
launches appeal 


AN appeal to 
restore the church 
of Merthyr Dyfan, 
built on the oldest 
Christian site in 
Wales has been 
launched by Vale 
AM Jane Hutt. 

Around 180 AD, the 
Bishop of Rome sent two 
priests to Britain - St 
Dyfan and St Fagan. 
Historical records state 
that St. Dyfan, the 
founder of British 
Christianity, came to 
Barry and was buried 
there. ‘Merthyr’ is a cor¬ 
ruption of the Latin 
‘Martyrium’ - the burial 
place. 

Although always 
known as Merthyr Dyfan 


church, it is actually ded¬ 
icated to St Dyfan and St 
Teilo. The church which 
Dyfan brought grew and 
was organised into the 
Church in Wales. 

The appeal hopes to 
raise £25,000 for essen¬ 
tial repairs, new drainage 
system and traditional 
lime plastering for the 
interior walls to prevent 
damp penetration damag¬ 
ing the ancient church. 

Neighbouring schools 
Ysgol Maes Dyfan and 
Oakfield Primary use the 
church as an educational 
resource. 

Much of the present 
church was built in 1250 
AD, including most of 
the walls, the font, the 
base of the Preaching 
Cross and the stone altar. 


“Witnessing to the 
Christian faith for some 
2,000 years, the future of 
Merthyr Dyfan Church is 
now in the hands of our 
generation and it is 
hoped that everyone who 
would wish to ensure that 
this beautiful church can 
continue to maintain its 
unbroken record of 
Christian worship will 
give a donation to the 
appeal, Ms Hutt said.

Support, mentoring, 
advocacy and informa¬ 
tion is provided by the 
SNAP Cymru volunteers 
who have a base in the 
HUB, Barry YMCA for 
Vale families. 

At the event held to 
celebrate the achieve¬ 
ments of the volunteers, 

I was able to update 


those attending with the 
work we are doing to 
improve services for 
children with additional 
learning needs, particu¬ 
larly with the statutory 
assessment and state- 
menting framework in 
Wales.

Not so much a mobile 
phone, more an Appstore 


ONE of life’s little 
irritations is a table 
that wobbles. You 
have to put some¬ 
thing under one of 
the legs to steady it, 
but which one? 
Peter had the 
answer. 

Peter had explained to 
members of Penarth 
Computer Club that 
mobile phones were 
developing apace. Early 
ones were like house- 
bricks and only made 
phone calls. Now they 
are pocket-sized and 
used by millions of peo¬ 
ple to do more and 
more. 

After reviewing the 
major factors governing 
development, he noted 
some of the present 
trends. For some time 
the major mobile phone 
companies have been 
introducing more facili¬ 
ties by way of their tele¬ 
phones. This is, of 
course, to persuade you 
to buy their products. 

These gadgets are 
telephones and will 
always be used as tele¬ 
phones - but with a dif¬ 
ference. They have 
inbuilt cameras that are 
better than the early 


expensive digital ones. 

The pictures can be 
sent over the internet to 
anywhere in the world in 
moments. They can play 
music downloaded from 
a massive library direct¬ 
ly into a phone. You can 
then play them back in 
any order (including ran¬ 
dom). 

They can access the 
internet and download 
books, news items and 
generally browse the 
Internet. 

They can have the 
GPS (Global Positioning 
System) keeping track of 
where you are. Browsing 
will let you access the 
social network sites like 
Facebook, YouTube, 
flickr and twitter. 

Internal movement sen¬ 
sors can automatically 
change the screen from 
vertical to horizontal. 

The design has been 
improved so much that 
some are issued without 
instruction manuals 
because they are so easy 
to understand. Buttons 
are being replaced by 
touchscreens showing 
icons. Competition 
means that if the cus¬ 
tomer wants something, 
all the manufacturers 
will try to provide it. 


The big outfits cannot 
incorporate everything 
that everyone wants 
(even when the memory 
and processor could 
cope) because it isn’t 
practicable. 

One way they satisfy 
this demand is to put 
small applications 
(‘Apps’) in an Appstore 
and make them available 
for download. This gave 
rise to a system where 
any individual can create 
an App to do one task 
and make it available for 
low cost or free. 

Any user can down¬ 
load any interesting ones 
for an average cost of 
about 99p. Appstores 
started in June 2008 and 
currently contain 25,000 
to 45,000 Apps across 
three stores. In April 
2009, the BIFFIONTH 
App was downloaded. 

A single App might 
become popular and, 
even at 50p, could make 
thousands of pounds for 
the writer. 

Some Apps are useful 
and some are for fun. 
One simply lights up the 
phone screen for use as a 
torch. It can use different 
colours or flash a dis¬ 
tress signal. Another 
allows you to use your 
phone as a remote con¬ 
trol for your TV. 

What about a calendar 
where the touchscreen 
facility allows you to 
turn the pages? If you 
are reading a down¬ 
loaded book you can 
adjust the size of the 
print for maximum read¬ 
ing comfort. 

One will act as a 
sound meter. Another 
will display how many 
phone minutes or texts 
you have left before the 
next allowance begins - 
and how many days to 
it! 

An App will work 
with Google and the 
GPS to show you where 
you are on a map. That 


can be extended to show 
you where your friends 
are as well (if they 
agree). Another will use 
the same information to 
tell you where the near¬ 
est restaurant is and 
show you the menu. Or 
the next nearest if you 
don’t like the first one. 

The security of the 
mobile phone is strong 
enough to foresee its use 
as a credit-card type 
device eventually. 

For sheer fun, the 
movement sensors allow 
an App to be used to 
play a maze game where 
you roll a virtual ball 
around obstacles to a tar¬ 
get. How about an air 
guitar that allows strings 
to be strummed by wav¬ 
ing the device and let¬ 
ting the motion sensor 
play the sound - more 
vigour more sound? 

One App will even 
picture a glass of beer 
and allow you to ‘drink’ 
it from the comer by tip¬ 
ping the phone. A quick 
shake will give a refill. 

The very next day I 
was describing to my 
lunch companions an 
App that will picture 
vertical and horizontal 
spirit levels that work. 
They scorned the idea 
that it would be of any 
use. As we were leaving 
the restaurant, they were 
amazed to see a pre-teen 
lad using his phone to 
check the level of his 
dining table. His soup 
won’t run off the edge of 
his dish.

R ECENTLY, 
13 walkers, 
including 
three visitors from 
Cardiff, joined 
their leader 
Barbara Palmer at 
Cwmtillery Lake on 
a glorious morning. 

Just northeast of 
Abertillery, the former 
feeder pool that led to 
Cwmtillery Colliery 
(long since closed), has 
been transformed into a 
14-acre lake that is 
stocked with rainbow 
trout to attract fly-fish- 
ers. 

Prior to the start of 
their 9-mile walk, the 
group were surprised to 
be asked by the leader if 
they were carrying any 
alcohol. 

Their initial amaze¬ 
ment soon turned to 
laughter when they 
passed a police notice on 
a stile informing them 
that it was an alcohol 
free area. 

Ramblers are used to 
seeing many different 
kinds of notices in and 
around the countryside, 
but this indeed was a 
new one! 

Continuing up the 
lane and along pleasant 
pathways through 
ancient woodland, the 
walkers climbed slowly, 
glad of the shelter the 
trees gave from the hot 
sun, before their height 
offered them the chance 
to enjoy the view back 
down the valley. 

Below them, the sun 
shimmered on the still 
water and the tops of the 
ancient packhorse 
bridges were showing 
above the water in the 
Cwmtillery reservoir. 

A stony track led 
them up onto open 
moorland and views 
towards Pen y Fan and 
the Central Beacons and 
after the climb, the 
group enjoyed a coffee 
break while gazing at the 
views. 

Then it was time to 
head south and into a 
welcome breeze as they 
branched off towards 
Mynydd Farteg Fawr. 
Crossing an old disused 
quarry, they followed a 
narrow permitted path 
through the heather 
towards the trig point. 

Here they were sere¬ 
naded by birdsong and 
there were hazy views 
over Blaenavon and the 
Blorenge Mountain as 
they walked. 

Reaching the ruins on 
Mynydd Farteg Fawr, 
they stopped for lunch in 
the long-awaited warm 
sunshine under an 
almost cloud-free blue 
sky and away in the dis¬ 
tance a view of Skirrid 
Mountain. 

Moving on across 
Mynydd Coety, the 
group paused to look at 
what is commonly 
known as ‘the dog 
stone’. Here is a stone 
monument to Carlo - the 


Red Setter, who was 
accidentally shot by his 
owner while out on a 
hunting trip on August 
12, 1864 (the ‘glorious 
twelfth’ in hunting cir¬ 
cles, but not for this 
poor dog!). 

Picking their way 
down the mountain, the 
group joined up with the 
track from Varteg with 
its remnants of colliery 
tips and pit shafts that 
litter this once highly 
industrial area. 

At the head of the val¬ 
ley, a short stop for 
refreshments saw the 
group being entertained 
by two mallard ducks 
swooping down like low 
flying aircraft. 

Then came the final 
short climb onto the 


THE month of May 
has slipped by and 
the population of 
each hive is now in 
the region of some 
50/60,000 bees. 

Although the weather 
has not been of the best, 
temperatures have been 
good enough for the 
bees to get out and for¬ 
age at every opportunity. 

The beekeeper must 
do his/her utmost to 
ensure that the bees have 
enough room to store all 
their requirements - not 
forgetting the queen, 
who will easily be laying 
some 2,000 eggs per 
day. 

Swarming is now a 
very real prospect - and 
along with the bees’ nat¬ 
ural instinct to do so, the 
lack of room is a surefire 
way to prompt this activ¬ 
ity. 

Weekly inspections 
are the order of the day 
if possible. The making 
of queen cells is a good 
indicator that swarming 
is on the minds of the 
bees. 

These larger finger¬ 
like cells will each 
receive an egg. It will 
hatch into a grub in three 
days and from then on, it 
will receive an exclusive 
diet of royal jelly. 

After eight days, the 
cell will be sealed over 


ridge before they 
returned downhill back 
to their start, after a trip 
around an area not many 
people had previously 
visited.

with a capping of wax 
and on the 16th day, a 
queen will emerge. 
Before this event takes 
place, if the beekeeper 
has not been vigilant, the 
old queen will have 
departed the hive, along 
with a goodly portion of 
bees, and much of the 
honey as well. 

Swarming in fact! 

The swarming bees, 
who need the honey as 
their final destination, 
will have nothing in 
place for them. They 
must start to manufac¬ 
ture honeycomb immedi¬ 
ately on arrival and this 
requires energy, which 
equals food (honey). 
Along with the bees, of 
course, will be the ever¬ 
present varroa mite. 

Given that the new 
colony will very likely 
be established within a 
chimney or a hole in a 
wall or even a tree, no 
beekeeper will be on 
hand to administer any 
control over these mites. 
That this colony is 
doomed is a foregone 
conclusion. 

Meanwhile, the hive 
from which the swarm 
departed still has some 
bees in it and, of course, 
queen cells due to hatch. 
This hive is ticking over, 
but on the emergence of 
a queen, they will get 
busy removing the

remaining queen cells 
and very possibly the 
new queen will assist 
them. 

Only one queen can 
be allowed in the hive. It 
will be some two weeks 
before this new queen is 
ready to mate. 

She will leave the 
hive, seeking drones to 
carry out this activity. 
When it is done, she will 
return to the hive and 
proceed to lay eggs to 
boost the population of 
the hive and return it to 
stability. She will not 
leave the hive again until 
in her turn, she may 
depart with a swarm. 

Swarming is a per¬ 
fectly natural phenome¬ 
non. It ensures the con¬ 
tinuance of the species, 
or did until the advent of 
the mite. 

As beekeepers, we 
have just got to live with 
it. 

I may be taking honey 
off shortly, which will be 
the first for some two 
years - fingers crossed.

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Growing your 
own is on the 
up and up... 

^HE popularity of growing your 
own food is ever-increasing at the 
moment, and the Vale Council has 
agreed to find more space for allotments 
in Barry. 

Last week, a recommendation to create com¬ 
munity allotments on available space in the 
Pencoedtre area of Gibbonsdown was passed by 
the cabinet. 

The allotments will be at the site of the old 1- 
6 Pencoedtre allotments, and the cabinet will be 
asked to enter into a lease with a local commu¬ 
nity group formed by local residents, the 
Communities First Peoples Allotment Group. 

The group has developed a plan to re-fence 
the site, install a cabin and cultivate the plots so 
that they can be brought into active use. 

With demand still high elsewhere in the Vale, 
a further report to cabinet members, which will 
consider full allotment provision within the Vale 
is currently being compiled.

This Terminator sequel 
lacks the human touch 




AVING 
already been 
one of the 
main forces behind 
the successful 
rebooting of one 
dormant franchise 
with Batman 
Begins, Christian 
Bale was the sur¬ 
prise name in front 
of the camera for a 
reawakening of the 
Terminator fran¬ 
chise in the series’ 
fourth outing. 
Terminator 
Salvation. 

Bale plays a grown¬ 
up John Connor, in 
charge of the human 
resistance against the 
machines. Connor is fac¬ 
ing the challenge head- 
on, helping the resist¬ 
ance go up against 
Skynet; but when a mys¬ 
terious stranger, Marcus 
Wright, arrives (played 
by Sam Worthington), 
Connor is forced to 
make decisions that will 
impact upon humanity, 
while also attempting to 
find Kyle Reese (Anton 
Yelchin), the man who 
holds the key not just to 
Connor’s life, but also 
the resistance’s efforts to 
defeat the machines... 

‘A film by McG’. 

Four little words that, 
depending on your point 
of view, give you the 
feeling that any film 
prefaced with this state¬ 
ment will be one of little 
substance and overcom- 


with the aftermath of 
Judgement Day, when 
the machines took over, 
and then proceeded to 
wipe out humanity - 
hardly laugh-a-minute 
territory. A touch of 
humour, however, may 
have been a welcome 
addition to what is a 
tough two-hour film. 

McG certainly makes 
a good fist of directing 
here, the film thankfully 
shorn of his ludicrous 
slow-motion shots (bar 
one or two) and hyper¬ 
kinetic editing. 

Instead, with the help 
of director of photogra¬ 
phy Shane Hurlburt 
(also known as the vic¬ 
tim of Christian Bale’s 
infamous tirade), he cre¬ 
ates a wonderfully visual 
film that veers between 
the parched desolate 
landscapes of post- 
nuclear Los Angeles, 
and the shiny, techno¬ 
logically advanced 
machines, highlighting 
the two sides of the war. 

He also has a way 
with the action 
sequences, delivering 
bombast with an edge 
and creating sequences 
that our both spectacular 
and tense. 

Paying respect to the 
earlier films with some 
nods that are good (the 
use of the well-worn 
catchphrases, visual 
nods that expand upon 
the previous films) and 
some that are just plain 
awful (a computer-gen¬ 
erated cameo from the 
most famous terminator 
is just plain awkward 


pensated visuals; the sort embarrassing), McG 


of film a 15-year-old 
boy might make were he 
given millions of dol¬ 
lars. 

Having made his 
name with the Charlie’s 
Angels films, he was 
hardly the top name to 
sit in the director’s chair 
of a film aiming to 
revive a franchise that 
had been tarnished with 
2003’s Rise of the 
Machines. 

However, reputations 
can be deceiving, as the 
oddly-monikered direc¬ 
tor does a good job with 
a film that entertains, 
but is let down by a tone 
situated somewhere 
between ‘po-faced’ and 
‘deadly serious’. 

Not that a knockabout 
comedy was expected by 
any means; after all, this 
is the film that deals 


does his reputation no 
harm with a good job 
here. 

As seems to be the 
way these days, the cast 
all have gravitas and 
nous and are not afraid 
to use it, and the results 
are, by and large, good. 
The intense Bale does a 
fair job, let down a 
touch by the overly 
gravelled voice that is 
merely Batman minus 
the cowl and cape. 

He is more than capa¬ 
ble of adding depth to 
the film with his per¬ 
formance, but he often 
fails to convey the 
weight Connor is under, 
what with him being the 
saviour of mankind.Bale 
delivers his usual intense 


performance, but there is 
lack of humanity (ironi¬ 
cally) behind it. 

More impressive is 
Sam Worthington, 
deemed to be 
Hollywood’s next big 
thing, who offers a simi¬ 
larly gravel-voiced turn, 
but is saddled with a far 
more intriguing story arc 
that engages you more 
than that of Connor’s. 

While his accent work 
may need work, slipping 
into his native Australian 
with regularity, he 
brings a different dimen¬ 
sion to the film and one 
that is welcome. 

In smaller turns, both 
Moon Bloodgood and 
Anton Yelchin are 
impressive, despite hav¬ 
ing little to do. As the 
pilot rescued by 
Worthington’s Marcus, 
Bloodgood delivers a 
strong performance that 
is sadly relegated to the 
sidelines, while Yelchin 
stirs up hints of previous 
Reese, Michael Biehn, 
with another measured 
performance to go with 
his turn in Star Trek. 

Should the 
Terminator franchise 
grow further from this 
film, then Yelchin will 
no doubt be given a 
more hefty role, and one 
he’ll have little trouble 
essaying. 

John D Brancato and 
Michael Ferris’ script 
deviates from the chase 
template prevalent in the 
series’ previous entries, 
but while delivering the 
scenario that excites the 
most, the world in the 
control of Skynet, does-

EUROPEAN election results have shown 
the Conservatives taking the Vale and 
Bridgend constituencies, but Labour 
holding onto Ogmore. 

In the Vale, the Conservatives polled 7,611 with 
Labour second on 4,025. UKIP was third with 3,718 
and Plaid were fourth with 3,275. The Lib Dems 
polled 2,002 and the BNP had 1,171. The Greens had 
1,357. 

The seats at both Westminster and the Assembly 
are held by Labour at present. 

In Bridgend, Labour polled 3,991 votes compared 
to the Conservatives 4,695. UKIP took third place 
with 2,606 votes, pushing Plaid Cymru into fourth 
place with 2,512. The Lib Dems came in sixth with 
2,138. 

The BNP polled 1,072 votes and the Green Party 
had 1,024. 

At the moment. Labour holds Bridgend in 
Westminster and the Welsh Assembly. 

In Ogmore, Labour held on comfortably, taking 
4,690 votes. Plaid Cymru were second with 2,428 
and Conservatives third with 1,719. UKIP polled 
1,556, Lib Dems 1,147, BNP 917 and Greens 551. 

Labour holds both the Westminster and Assembly 
seats in Ogmore. 

Turn out was much lower at these elections than 
would be expected at a general election.
